Building Plans 


Given Impetus 


Revealing in a telegram to Presi- 


dent Ben F. Thorpe of the Covina 
chamber of commerce that the pres- 
ent federal funds are all allocated, 
with none being immediately avail- 
able, Representative John H. Hoep- 
pel declared that the Covina city anc 
valley postoffice building project was 
in his estimation a worthy undertak- 
ing, and that he would see that it 
had every consideration. 


The telegram was sent in connec- 


tion with the receipt by Hoeppel o 
the petitions from the community 
asking that the project be favorably 
considered in Washington. The con- 
gressman had asked that these peti- 
tions be prepared and signed, anc 
the Covina chamber complied with 
this request. 


The situation in this matter wa 


explained before the Covina cham 
her meeting Tuesday noon by Edwii 
Jobe, chairman of the postoffice com 
mittee. It is more than possible tha 
funds will be allocated before Ion 
with which to erect a federal build 
ing in Covina, although it is no 
known if the original sum of $80,00'" 
as set forth in the tentstive feder; 
offices bill, will be allowed. 


"It is absolutely prohibited in 


Spain to sell munitions of war to 
any other country," stated Br. James 
Beveridge of the California Prepara- 
tory school, in the lecture before the 
Monday night forum of the Covina 
evening high school. 


Thus did Dr. Beveridge indicate 


the progressiveness of Spain in quot- 
ing an extract from the recently- 
drafted constitution of the Spanish 
republic. 


Dr. Beveridge traced the history 


of Spain from the earliest known 
settlements on the Iberian peninsula, 
thru its colonization by the Romans, 
the magnificent civilization of the 
Moors to the glory of the Spanish 
empire at the time of Ferdinand and 
Isabella. The influence of Spain ,nt 
this period dominated Europe, was 
felt in Asia and led to the coloniza- 
tion of North and South America. 


Such world influence led to the 


ambition of being all-powerful, and 
the construction of the Spanish ar- 
mada. With the destruction of this 
fleet by England the world influence 
of Spain declined, and reached a 
low point in the loss of Cuba and 
the Philippines to the United States 
in 1898. 


REMAINS NEUTRAL 


The Spanish people were one of 
le few neutral nations during the 
•orld war, such neutrality being at- 
ributed to the fact that Spanish 
entiment was about equally divided 
etv/een support of the central pow- 
rs and the allies. Near the close of 
le war the party favoring the allies 
as in power and had it lasted much 
onger Spain would have entered as 
ne of the allied nations. 
The course of events leading to 
xpulsion of the Spanish King Al- 
ihonso XIII, were traced by Dr. 
Beveridge. He indicated the liberal- 
mindedness of Alphonso in the fact 


f his attitude toward the various 
narties that succeeded to control of 
he Spanish government. He was 
ceen enough to support the strong- 
st party, and ask its leading man to 
orm a cabinet. Most of these cab- 
nets were militaristic in, their atti- 
udes, and antagonism was developed

THE CONSTITUTION 


In 1931, a revolution began which 


resulted in the loss of the crown by 
Alphonso, and the formation of a 
constitution. In many respects it 
joes beyond the progress of other 
countries in guaranteeing rights to 
the common people.

Angeles. They were arrested at El 
Monte and plead guilty to the 
charges.

But bj 
Saturday night he had changed his 
mind, for he had sold out entirelj 
on a number of his specials and hac 
had a most satisfactory day. "Brief 
ly," he said, "it was a great success.

"Sat- 
urday was especially good, being 
one of the best days we have had 
this year."

Better, Declares

manager of the American Fruit 
Growers, Inc., of California, has just 
returned from an extended tour of 
the markets in the eastern portion 
of the United States. 


"During my trip I visited cities 


from the extreme south to as far 
north as Montreal," says Schleuss- 
ner, "and found that general busi- 
ness conditions in the fruit and vege- 
table trade show a vast improvement 
compared to a year ago. While bus- 
iness may still be described as 
'spotty,' the general attitude of the 
trade in all sections is one of opti- 
mism, compared to extreme pessi- 
mism on the same date in 1933. 
j 


"Improvement is particularly no- 


ticed in the south, in the cotton and 
tobacco sections. In the heavy man- 
ufacturing sections improvement is 
not so noticeable, but the trend is 
definitely upward." 


Mr. Schleussner further reports 


that "while citrus fruits have not 
enjoyed great advances, compared 
to a year ago, other commodities 
have shown a very decided increase 
in price. Apples are in a particu- 
larly strong position. Prices range 
about a dollar a box higher than a 
year ago. Small profits on each pur- 
cha.se are replacing losses. General 
price levels are up, which should 
react favorably on citrus prices in 
the near future."

T. C. Palmer, vice-president ol 


Walker's department store, recently 
granted to Everett Johnson an inter- 
view in which he offered some ad- 
vice and criticism, which he believes 
will be of much help to high schoo 
students. 


In reply to the question, "Do you 


believe the depression to be a seri- 
ous handicap to a young man?" Mr 
Palmer replied, "Yes, I do, since i 
limits the opportunities. It will not 
be a disadvantage to some types 
however, because they will go aheac 
anyway. By types, I mean those with 
outstanding ability, determination 
and those whose environment puts 
them in a position of being able to 
acquire their experience regardless 
of the existing conditions." 


Here is some very helpful criti- 


cism from Mr. Palmer, which should 
be taken earnestly by every high 
school boy. "In my contact with 
young high school boys, I find them 
to be, first, very impatient and un- 
willing to put in the time necessary 
to get the proper experience. Sec- 
ondly, they are not always thorough 
in their work and they try to cover 
up or 'get by' with the least possible 
effort. 


"Business only asks that a man 


has, first, a sincere desire, and sec- 
ond, the fixed conviction that faith- 
ful performance is the basis on 
which to build a worth-while career. 
I find high school boys, as a general 
rule, to be quick, clean, keen, anxi- 
ous, and able to comprehend read- 
ily. 
Many, however, lack applica- 


tion and determination to stick to a 
thing long enough to complete it 
fully. 


"A great many boys," Mr. Palmer 


added, "lack decision as to what kind 
of work they wish to engage in. I 
think it is quite necessary for a boy 
to have a definite program and to 
stick to it, if he wants to get any 
place in the business world." 


Mr. Palmer mentioned also that he 


believes women will do more in the 
professional world during the next 
generation. He feels that women in 
the future will be influential in 
eradicating some of the crookedness 
that exists in politics today. He ob- 
served that there will probably be 
a real future in store for the girl 
who studies law.

TELLS OF MANY SCENES IN 


JOURNEY INTO FAR LANDS 


Editor's Note—E. A. Cooper, Covina valley rancher, has been 


"going places and seeing things" for some months. A paragraph 
has appeared in the Argus occasionally concerning his travels, 
but below is a letter received, which is an interesting account 
of some of the phases of his world journey. 


Los Angeles county does not need 


additional superior court judges, but 
needs, and is receiving, a better 
handling of the work thru assign- 
ment of cases, Judge Frank M. 
Smith of the superior court told 
members of the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the San Ga- 
briel valley Tuesday night at Mon- 
rovia. 


Judge Smith is a member of the 


i judicial council, which has the hand- 
ling of problems of assignment and 
many problems concerning the effi- 
ciency of the courts. During the past 
year much work has been accom- 
plished in speeding up justice, he 
| said. Where it was a fact that the 
courts were 1100 cases behind, the 
situation has now been cleared until 
the courts are only 358 cases behind 
as compared with the previous year. 


Judge Smith's address was titled 


"What's Wrong With the Adminis- 
tration of Justice?" His principal 
point was that the delay in justice 
has been caused by a wrong me- 
chanical handling of the courts. Bet- 
ter conditions are being brought 
about thru the judicial council, he 
said. 


Of more than passing interest was 


the lecture and showing of films by 
the 
county fire warden, A. G. 


Muench, who showed pictures of the 
fire that raged last fall above La 
Crescenta, 
and subsequent films 


taken during and after the floods at 
New Year's. It was a graphic ex- 
ample of cause and effect.

Editor Covina Argus, 
Dear Sir: 


Before I started on this world-tour 


around the first of last October, you 
were good enough to ask me to 
write a word now and again about 
the things which interested me. At 
that time I didn't feel equal to it, 
and told you quite frankly not to 
count on it. Other folks change 
their minds, so I am going to change 
mine and try to tell you a few things 
about the high spots of this trip. 
I'm afraid it won't be much, be- 
cause even professional writers find 
it difficult to give even a faint idea 
of the things they see, and as you 
know, I am an orange grower and 
iot a writer. 
That reminds me we have found 
he California oranges all around 
he world at least to here, and also 
hat in Japan and south China a 
mall orange with a loose skin but 
generally sweet taste and fine flavor 
s produced in large quantities. 
VIost surprising of all, I learned that 
n the Himalayas around Darjeeling, 
ome 400 miles north of Calcutta, 
hese same loose-skin Mandarins of 
nedium size and a wonderful flavor 
are produced for the Calcutta mar- 
cet. We are told they are carried in 
jamboo baskets on the backs of the 
jrowers a distance of from 10 to 50 
miles to the railhead, from which 
point they are shipped in large 
quantities to all the chief cities of 
northern India. 


I couldn't get much of an idea of 


;he price, because it depended en- 
tirely on who bought them. If any 
of the party bought them in Cal- 
cutta they were around five cents 
each, but 
if the native servant 


bought them they were not more 
than one cent each, and in Darjeel- 
ing a quantity about equal to one of 
our boxes would cost about 75 or 
80 cents. 


ENGLISH WALNUTS 


I was interested to learn that quite 


a few English walnuts are now being 
grown in Japan, and that those pro- 
duced in the Tientsin district of 
China are in every way equal in 
quality to our own, but are not so 
well marketed as ours. Grape fruit, 
also, we found in Japan and of very 
good quality, but we were more in- 
terested in the pomelo, a fruit about 
the size of the grapefruit, evidently 
related to it but a much finer flavor 
and much more easily managed at 
table. One more word about oranges 
and then I'll talk about something 
else. We are told that here in the 
valley of the Tigris and Euphrates 
rivers we shall find oranges with as 
fine flavor as anything we can pro- 
duce in Covina, and that when we 
reach Palestine at Jaffa, and again 
in the valley of the Jordan around 
Jericho, we shall find the finest or- 
anges of the world. At present I can 
hardly believe that, but 1 promise to 


paths, and we have had several 
thousand miles off the beaten track 
where we never see hide or hair of 
an American tourist. We hurried 
thru Japan, even if it was lovely, in 
order to hustle off thru Korea to 
Mukden and then down to Peiping 
or Peking as it used to be called. 


This part of the trip did not occur 


in our itinerary, but the manager 
found it possible to put it in and did 
so, and said nothing about extra 
cost. Most of us look back on Pei- 
ping as one of the high spots of the 
trip and cannot imagine planning a 
world tour not to include it. Shang- 
hai is just another great city, but 
Hang Chow, a hundred or so miles 
inland, is a lovely old place as in- 
teresting and Chinesy as it can be. 


IN HONGKONG 


We were glad to see Hongkong, 


but especially glad to see Canton, 
the largest city in China and the seat 
of most of the disturbances in recent 
years. The merchants seem the most 
wide-awake of any we met in China, 
and we have found Cantonese all 
over the rest of Asia since we were 
there. In Indo-China, in Siam, in the 
Federated 
Malay 
States, 
in the 


Dutch East Indies, it is the Canton- 
ese that seem to be the backbone 
not only of the Chinese communi- 
ties, but also in a money sense at 
least, of the whole community. We 
see few if any representative Chi- 
nese in the United States, and il 
takes a trip to Asia to fix that fact 
in mind. 


Almost every letter I get from Co- 


vina asks me what country I like 
the best. It is as difficult to com- 
pare the countries we have visitec 
on this tour as it would be to dis- 
cuss the relative merits of a peach 
an apple, a violet, a beautiful pic- 
ture, a poem, a fine building, and a 
good dinner. The more I consider i 
the more amazing it seems to me
